Regulation of the amounts of the ne- 
cessities sold to one customer was 
attempted, but resulted in much il- 
licit trading at high prices, with the 
rich getting the much-needed com- 
modities. 

German Government figures show 
the cost of living to have increased 
117 per cent, but the bulletin says 
these figures do not show the real 
facts. Buying has to be illicitly done 
to get the goods, and enormous prices 
have to be paid.

Drill Ground Offered. 

It is the design of the local chap- 
ter to aid in speeding up the dispatch 
of men abroad by affording to draft- 
ed men of the highest classification 
an opportunity to‘learn at least the 
rudiments of service prior to their 
going to:camp. A school of drill is 
to be established in each of the 28 
wards, and Col. Hunter Command- 
ant at Jefferson Barracks, has of- 
fered the use of the drill grour.d 
there for collective evolutions. Praft- 
ed men in every ward are acting as 
recruiters. Sergeants fromthe ma- 
rines and regular army will concuct 
the drills. 

The purpose of the visit to Camp 
Funston was to gain Gen. Wood's 
opinions as to how far the men 
should be taken in the drill, so that 
they may be taught nothing which 
they will e obliged to wunlearn 
on reaching camp. Gen. Wood was 
the founder of the Military Train- 
ing Camps Association, the ultimate 
aim of which is to obtain the adop- 
tion of universal military training. 

“I should advise first of all,’ said 
the General, “vigorous setting-up ex- 
ercises to get the proper carriage of 
|a soldier. Then the men may be 
taken through the school of the sol- 
dier and the school of the squad. If 
there is time enough, they might be 
inaugurated into the school of the 
company. They might have: enough 
marching in'company formation to 
make them feel like soldiers. 

“I should take them straight 
through the manual of arms, includ- 
ing the motions of aiming and point- 
ing. But no attempt should be made 
to start them in bayonet drill.’ You 
will probably have: to use wooden 
guns, but you can get a few rifles 
/and teach the men how to take them 
‘apart and put them together. They 
can at least learn how to handle 
the piece lightly. 
advisable to borrow a few*sets o 
equipment and teach the men how 
to make up their rolls. 


Should Have Teeth Cared For. 


“It would be a good thing to get 
some dentists to overhaul them and 
have their teeth patched up. For 
the drills they should be taught to 
get good, sensible shoes. The articles 
of war should be read to them. Much 
stress should be placed on teaching 
them the importance of persona! 
cleanliness. 

“The setting-up exercises should be 
rather vigorous, say for 30 minutes, 
with proper breathing rests. The 
marching should be at a brisk quick- 
step, if it is only for five minutes at 
a time. <A few minutes of smart 
marching is’ better than a much 
longer time if the men are permitted 
to slouch along as if they had a load

—made a point of enlisting men of 
draft age, with a skeleton of older 
men to hold the organization togeth- 
er. He stated that more than 600 
men of the guards have been induct- 
ed into the National Army, and that 
so far as he knows, not one of them 
has failed of being made a non’ 
commissioned officer.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS TO FREE 
157,000 TONS OF SHIPPING 


Order Effective Includes Borax, Ce- 
ment for Building, Lead, .Starch 
and Meats. 

WASHINGTON, April 22 (By A. 
P.).— Additions to the list of re- 
stricted imports announced by the 
War Trade Board are expected to 
release 157,000 dead weight tons of 
shipping for war uses, making a 
totak of 1,657,000 tons which will be 
available annually, through lessening 
demands for foreign goods which the 
country can do without. 

The largest single item on the list 
of savings is quebracho wood, used 
in tanning, the restriction on this 
being estimated to save 28,000 tons. 
The wood still can be brought in if 
carried as dead load or in vessels . 
unfit for essential imports, this ex- | 
ception being made so as to upset Y 
domestic industry as little as pos- 
sible. 

The new restrictions, effective May : 

13, do-not permit the importation of ) , 

goods originating in other countries, 
but coming through designated coun- 
tries where the restrictions are not 
applicable. The prohibited articles 
and exceptions include: 

_ Aloxite and boro-carbone, borax, 
cement for building purposes, chlo- 
ride of lime, cynaide of soda, dairy 
products, ferromanganese and spieg- 
eleisen, lead, magnesite, meat prod- 
ucts and preserved meats, paraffin, 
pumice, starch, stone and manufac- 
tures thereof, except shipments com- 
{ng overland or by lake from Can- 
ada or overland from Mexico; crude 
paper stock (does not include wood 
pulp), straw and grass, unmanufac- 
tured and manufactures thereof, and 
vanilla beans, except when coming 
overland from European countries 
and then only when Shipped from a

The annual certificate of merit of} 
the St. Louis Art League for the best 
work of architecture completed in 
the city in 1917 has been awarded to 
the owners of the Statler Hotel. A 
jury of award, composed of three 
architects, members of the league, 


gave several weeks’ consideration to 
a number of structures and the 
final decision was made after all but 
the Statler Hotel and the Post-Dis- 
patch Building had been eliminated. 

Members of the jury expressed 
themselves as being greatly im- 
pressed with the architectural beauty 
of the Post-Dispatch building and its 
interior, especially that of the busi- 
ness office on the first floor, and the 
lobby, but the award was made to the 
Statler Hotel because of certain ‘‘in- 
herent difficulties” in achieving ar- 
chifectural merit which are met in 
the construction of any large hotel 
building, and which in the ‘opinion 
of the jury were overcome in the 
building of the Statler Hotel. 

Prof. Lawrence Hill, assistant pro- 
fessor of architecture at Washington 
University, was chairman of the 
jury of award; M. P. McArdle, presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Chapter of the 
American Institute of Architects, and 
James P. Jamieson, Fellow of the 
American Institute of Architects, 
were the other members. 

Other Structures Considered. | 

This is the second annual award of 
the St. Louis Art League, the first 
one having been given to the Mis- 
souri Athletic Association building as 
the best work of architecture com- 
pleted in St. Louis in 1916. A hand- 
some cértificate stating the purpose 
of the award and giving the names 
of the architects who designed the 
building is presented to the owners 
of the building successfully compet- 
ing. George B. Post & Sons of New} 
York and Mauran, Russell & Crowell 
of St. Louis were the architects of 
the Statler Hotel building.

The smelting plant of the Edgar 
Zine Co., covering 17 acres on the 
river front at Carondelet, which was 


_| dlosed Saturday, will not be réopened. 


Whereby Carondelet gets rid of zine 
fumes which have caused some an- 
noyancé and complaint, but loses 
Rone of its oldest and greatest indus- 
tries. 

The shutdown, says Selwyn. C. 
Edgar Jr., 4509. Berlin avenue, pres- 
ident of the company, is not on ac- 
count of. the complaints; but’ be- 
causé the plant is out of date and has 
outlived its. usefulness, and because 
the officials of the company have 
cdncluded that they can operate 
more economically and to better ad- 
vantage in various ways by. concen- 
trating on-its other plant at Cher- 
ryvalle, Kan., which is close to the 
Joplin’ zine district. 

Spaniards in Colony. 


The closing of the plant probably 


will have & disintegrating effect on 
‘@ picturesque colony of Spantards in 
the vicinity of 7000 South Broadway, 
virtually all. of the men of which 
have been employed at the zine 
plant. The colony will not be taken 
to Cherryvale, Edgar said. As many 
of the Spaniards as desire to go to 
Cherryvale will be ‘given employ- 
mént, but he: thought it probable 
that most of them would find other 
employment and stay here. 

..The colony was not created by the 
company, he explained, but grew out 
of: the gravitation of the Spaniards 
to the industry because they could 
endure the heat of the zinc retorts 
better than Americans. There are 
several hundred Spaniards in the 
colony and they have their own 
Spanish Catholic church, with a na- 
tive priest in ‘charge.

kind of farm labor. A large ‘pro- 
portion of these town residents are 
people who are accustomed to doing 
hard manual’labor. They are out 
of practice in farm work, but, by no 
means have they forgotten what they 
cnce knew of farm methods. Of this 
class of people there are not only 
tens of thousands, but hundreds of 
thousands, in the towns and cities 
of the State. 

There are other hundreds of thou- 
sands who have had no farm expe- 
rience, but who are strong in body, 
willing to work, and. possess good 
“horse sense.’ They can do some 
things on the farm and do them we!l. 

Volunteer Society. 

In order to put these men into 
action, there is being organized in 
Missouri a body of volunteer farm. 
laborers. The organization is known 
as the “Farm Help Volunteers of | 
Missouri.” «Arrangements are being | 
made so that every town in the 
State will have a chance to organize 
a division of the ‘‘Farm Help Volun- 
teers.”” In every town a committee 
will be named to work up the organ- 
ization. Every able-bodied man who 
is not now doing farm work will be 
given a chance to volunteer to help 
on the farms in the vicinity of, his 
town. In volunteering, he will place 
himself subject to the call of a 
“Farm Labor Division Director.” He 
will volunteer his services for a day, 
a week, a month, or more, as he can. 
He. will expect to be paid not for 
his time, but for his services, based 
on a fair and equitable tarm wage. 
The purpose of organizing the Farm 
Help Volunteers of Missouri is to in- 
crease production. One of its fun- 
damental principles is co-operation. 
There is to be no patronage on 
either side. The farmer will pay, 
and his town neighbor will charge, 
in proportion to services rendered. 

The movement in Missouri is 
headed by a so-called “Farm Help 
Specialist,""” appointed by the United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
working under the direct adminis- 
tration of the Missourt College of 
Agriculture; with the active co-op- 
eration of the Federal Food Admin- 
istration, the Missouri Council of 
Working Reserve and every other 
agency in which is reposed a part of 
Defense, the United States Boys’ 
Working Reserves and every other 
agency in which is reposed a part of 
the responsibility of winning the 
present war. 

The new organization will be 
pushed rapidly in every part of the 
State. Every town will be expected 
to furnish its quota of volunteers. 
It is a safe prediction that there will 
be no “slacker” towns. 

The College of Agriculture, Colum- 
bia, Mo., or any County .Agricultural 
Agent will furnish further informa- 
tion on request. The Federal Farm 
Help Specialist will give assistance 
wherever possible in organizing local 
divisions of the Farm Help Volun- 
teers of Missouri.

F English-speaking people of to- 
I day do not talk more than their 
ancestors it is not for lack of a vastly 
increased number of words in which 
to convey their thoughts. The first 
English dictionary, published three 
centuries ago, contained 5080 words: 
the most recent more than 450,000, 
Samuel Johnson's famous compila- 
tion, which appeared in 1755, listed 


of erudition, but it was far exceeded 
by Noah Webster’s American diction- 
ary, first published in 1828, which in- 
cluded 160,000 words. 

It is estimated that the English 
language, which is spoken by more 
people than any other European 
tongue, is now growing at the rate of 
5000 words a year, for, besides slang 
and technical terms, it borrows from 
all tongues. The war alone will un- 
doubtedly add many thousands. The 
firat of the world's dictionaries was, 
of course, a Chinese work, and was

When your down coverlets hecome 
hard, hang them in the sun for a 
few hours. 


If you find the furniture polish 
bottle empty on cleaning day, mix a 
little vinegar and olive oil and apply 
it sparingly with a flannel cloth, 
then polish furniture with a clean 
cloth. 


For bleaching-the white pieces on 
wash day, try a tablespoon of borax 
to each gallon of rinsing water and 
hang the wash where the sun will 
strike it. 


Never put fresh meat directly on 
the ice. The contact with the ice 
destroys the flavor of the meat. It 


‘should be taken out of the paper as 


soon as brought home and put upon 
a plate, which can be set on the ice 
if desired. 

Home-made bread often becomes 
sour or mouldy. One reason for this 
is that the bread was not absolutely 
cold when put into the bread box 
after its baking. 


When applying cleansing powder 
to faucets avoid the gathering of the 
gritty substance in the joints. This 
is liable to cut away the screw 
threads when teh faucet is used fre- 
quently. 


If the food fried in your pan sticks 
it is possible you have scrubbed the 
frying pan. A better way will be to 
rub the pan with a hard crust of 
bread, then wash it with hot water 
in which washing soda has been dis- 
solved. 


If the odor of onions clings to 
cooking utensils wash and dry them 
in the usual way. Then put salt into 
the vessel and set it on the stove, 
shaking it frequently until the salt is 
thoroughly browned. Then wash 
and dry again. 


Suet can be kept for weeks if you 
add plenty. flour while chopping it 
and cover the top with flour before 
setting it away. 


A small funnel will prevent the 
flooding of the refrigerator when 
cleaning it if the hot water is poured 
through this into the pipe. Some 
housekeepers use a funnel for filling 
the tea kettle through the nozzle in- 
stead of taking a chance on burnt 
fingers when filling it in the usual 


way. 


If the meringue in your pies ‘fell’ 
it may have been the result of your 
adding the meringue while the pie 
or pudding was hot. In a successful 
meringue the eggs are beaten until 
thoroughly dry before the sugar is 
added. When the pie or pudding is 
cool the meringue is put on and the 
dish is placed in a moderate oven, 
Leave the oven doors open and in 
20 minutes you will have a nicely 
browned meringue that will not fall
